The rauks of the Undergraduates appear to otîer a 
recruiting ground for book selling concerns in need of 
agents to peddle their products far and wide throughout 
the country. Every year posters appear on the walls of 
various college buildings ; posters which hold out glow- 
ing inducements to the student willing to undertake the 
work of a canvasser or travelling agent. 

It should be the duty of the college employment 
bureau to investigate and report on all such projects, 
before their advocates are permitted to use the college 
walls for advertising purposes. Since, however, this 
employment bureau has not seen tit to take any action 
in the matter we shall undertake to ofler a few words 
of advice. 

First, in this aud all other, similar, temporary posi- 
tions, don't be in too great a hurry to sign a contract. 
The ageut is always most anxious that this "great op- 
portunity should not be înisred, aud that you should de- 
cide before his list is filled." 

Secondly, be very careful to examine any contract 
that you may sign. Try to secure advice from someone 
who has been through the mill before you. 

Third, aud this is most important, take all the 
statements of past records with a grain of salt. The 
truth as a rule is told, but only part of the truth. You 
are told of the many who have made a great deal of 
money. But you are never told of the hundreds who 
sign a contract and cannot afford to stay and work it 
out. The percentage of successful canvassers is always 
reckoned from those who complete their contracts not 
from those who commence them . 

Fourth, the fellow student who urges you to join 
him in this work is in all probability receiving a com- 
mission for this, and for the sales you will make. This 
will often explain his solicitude for your welfare. 

There are decidedly two sides to the book-agents 
life, and as a rule only one side is told. In the past 
many McGill men have decided to spend their summers 
in this way. Some are successful, but, from the in- 
stances which have come under our uotice, we are forced 
to say the majority have met with failure. 

On the whole it is a gamble; no student can tell 
whether or not he can make money, and he is gambling 
with his summer's possibilities. Few students can af- 
ford to do this— hence our present attitude. 

For all these reasons we would advise the prospec- 
tive canvasser to correspond with the Daily oftiice before 
signing his contract. We are in touch with many who 
have had experience and who will be pleased to answer 
all inquiries. 

Books are alright in a library ; kettles are necessary 
in a kitchen; but the sale, of them on itinerant pilgrim- 
ages has many undesirable features connected with it. 
Before going into any new venture it is well to know 
both the desirable and undesirable features of the enter- 
prise. Hence this editorial.
